Notifiable  Diseases,  68  Gases  of  infectious  disease 
were  notified  during  the  year,  This  great  increase  on 
1947  (-hen  only  9  cases  rere  notified)  r^s  chiefly  due  to 
a  severe  epidemic  of  measles  which  occurred  in  the  winter 
to  spring  months  hen  30  cases  were  reported, 

6  Cases  of  whooping  cough  were  also  notified  as  against  a  • 
nil  return  for  1947,  Two  c.^ses  of  scarlet  fever  were 
notified  making  up  the  total  of  68,  You  will  note  that  no 
notifications  of  tubercular  infection  or  diphtheria,  were 
recorded , 

Two  C' ses  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  to  Osgodby  Hospital, 
It  should  also  be  recorded  th. •  t  no  diphtheria  has  been 
notified  for  six  years. 

An  increase  In  the  number  of  children  immunised  against 
diphtheria  was  'Iso  recorded,  41  Children  under  5  years  of 
age  and  S  between  5  and  15  years  were  immunised  as  against 
a  tot"l  of  27  for  all  age  groups  in  1947, 

16  Children  received  a  further  protective  immunisation 
(booster)  during  the  year.  There  are  still  too  high  a 
number  of  children  who  have  not'  been  protected  against 
diphtheria  in  the  tirb-n  District, 

Housing .  Steady  progress  was  made  during  the. year, 

20  Council  houses  we're  completed  and  occupied  during  the 
yea r  and  14  more  were  in  course  of  construction. 

The  corresponding  figures  for  1947  were  4  and  6, 

No  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during 
the  year.  The  expansion  of  the  town  in  this  respect  is 
taking  pl^ce  into  Middle  Re  sen  Parish, 

Closing  Orders, were  Issued  for  14  separate  tenement  houses, 
Onl"  three  individual  occupiers  from  these  remained  to  be 
rehoused  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
will  be  rehoused  in  small  bungalows.
